Boat blessings bring 
community together 


Residents pray for seafarers past and present in Terence Bay

They came by kayak, fishing 
boat and personal watercraft to 
be blessed in case they find 
themselves in rough waters. 

About 50 vessels — including a 
Coast Guard search-and-rescue 
boat — stopped in Terence Bay 
yesterday where clergy from sev¬ 
eral local churches blessed them 
from shore. 

It was a first for the Coast 
Guard, said master of ceremonies 
Valda Kemp, but their inclusion 
seemed appropriate given their 
search-and-rescue missions. 

The local community meets on 


this spot every year to not only 
pray for seafarers, but remember 
the 562 people killed when the SS 
Atlantic sunk in 1873. 

And when the weather’s hot, 
like yesterday, some of the boats 
are crowded with people who lis¬ 
ten to the service from speakers 
directed toward the water. On 
shore, more than 100 people sang 
hymns and prayed for sailors past 
and present. 

“It’s a community of seafaring 
people and they really look for¬ 
ward to blessing the boats,” Kemp 
said. 

As the congregation prayed for 
those lost at sea, Eleanor Quigley 
of Alexandra, Va., was thinking of 
a 12-year-old survivor. 


“Little John (Hanly) was 
celebrated because he 
represented all these 
immigrants who lost 
their family members.”

When the luxury liner Atlantic 
hit the rocks and sank, all women 
and children were killed — except 
for 12-year-old John Hanly. He was 
Quigley’s great-great uncle. 

“His mother and father died in 
the wreck as did his brother,” she 
said. “Little John was celebrated 


because he represented all these 
immigrants who lost their family 
members.” 

Hanly went to live with his old¬ 
er sister — Quigley’s great-grand¬ 
mother — after the disaster. He 
died at the age of 29. 

“It’s very moving,” Quigley said 
of the ceremony, which has a spe¬ 
cial meaning for her family. She 
has attended about eight in the 
past 15 years. 

“It’s such a welcoming commu¬ 
nity, and I’ve gotten to know some 
of the people here.” 

She said she met families of the 
fishermen who rescued survivors, 
as well as the descendant of the lo¬ 
cal woman who looked after Han¬ 
ly following the disaster.

Local cop faces theft charges

A Halifax Regional Police 
officer is facing criminal 
charges following a recent 
theft spree in Lower 
Sackville. 

Const. Todd Rideout is 
accused of stealing goods 
from Kent Building Sup¬ 
plies on three occasions 


between July 13 and 23. 

Police began investigat¬ 
ing last Wednesday after 
security guards at the store 
made a complaint. 

When police searched 
Rideout’s home, they say 
they found stolen property 
and an improperly stored 
service weapon. 

They arrested him last 
Thursday night. He faces 
three counts of theft under 


$5,000, two counts of pos¬ 
session of stolen property 
and one count of unsafe 
storage of a firearm. 

“This is very disconcert¬ 
ing to us as a police serv¬ 
ice,” police spokeswoman 
Theresa Rath said. 

“The onus is on us to 
thoroughly investigate and 
to lay the appropriate 
charges regardless of the 
fact that it involves one of 


our own.” 

The law requires gun 
triggers to be locked and 
kept in a separate and se¬ 
cure container from am¬ 
munition. 

Rideout has been work¬ 
ing as a cop in Halifax for 
two years, though Rath 
said he was hired from an¬ 
other police agency. New

According to Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s Black Cultural Society, 
she spoke out about the is¬ 
sue to “whomever would 
listen” and as a result, the 
Board of the Children’s Hos¬ 
pital in Halifax agreed to 
take two black women as 
nursing students. 

This success turned the 
struggles of black women in 
the nursing field around. 

Oliver was elected the 
first woman moderator of 
the African Baptist Associa¬ 
tion in 1976. During her 
lifetime, she collected hun¬ 
dreds of artifacts on the 
black Baptist churches in

Once he identifies him¬ 
self as a 30-year veteran of 
Labatt Breweries of Canada, 
the company’s current 
brewery support manager 
and an expert beer tester, 
the place usually switches 
off the keg or yanks the bot¬ 
tles from the fridge. 

“I can’t enjoy a beer that’s 
not a great beer,” says Han- 
tiuk, 50, a confessed perfec¬ 
tionist. Before the airlines 
changed their rules, he used 
to bring bottles of tasty dis¬ 
coveries back from 
his travels. The 
downside: 
“I can’t 


place 
where 
they 
don’t 
have 
good 
beer.” 

He was 
studying 
food and nu¬ 
tritional sci¬ 
ence at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alber¬ 
ta when Edmon- 
,’s Labatt brew¬ 
ery advertised for a 
quality technician 
for the summer of 
1978. Hantiulc knew 
nothing about beer ex¬ 
cept that he liked to 


drink it. “As a young guy, 
the concept of being a brew- 
master was pretty exciting.” 
After graduation two years 
later, he got hired as a brew¬ 
er trainee and later an assis¬ 
tant brewer. He went on to 
be head brewer for the com¬ 
pany’s Waterloo, Ont., facili¬ 
ty (which has since closed 
down) and then the brew¬ 
ery in London. 

Most of Hantiulc’s day is 
spent poring over reports of 
the 250 lab tests Labatt runs 
on every batch of beer. Tests 
measure everything from 
colour to foam head, all of 
which can change thanks to 
the variability of malt, bar¬ 
ley, hops and yeast. 

Every day around 11:30 
— after avoiding food and 
all drinks except water for 
the previous two hours — 
Hantiulc assembles a team 
in a special room with fil¬ 
tered air and separate cubi- 
cle-lilce booths, and every¬ 
one swigs up to seven differ¬ 
ent beer samples. 

The tasters swish, sniff 
and taste before making 
notes on 20 different attrib¬ 
utes such as aroma, bitter¬ 
ness and aftertaste. 

Yes, Hantiulc and his team 
drink every day, but they 
gulp little. “If you try to take 
a large amount and then go 
to another sample, you’ll be 
less sensitive. Tasting does¬ 
n’t lend itself to a big drink¬ 
ing session.” 

The results of the taste 
and technical tests allow

Hammer home a good first impression 



Some advice for the new employees: “go above and beyond

When you land your 
dream job, use the proba¬ 
tionary period to cement 
your hold on the position 
and establish your reputa¬ 
tion for years to come. 

The trial period can last 
from three months to a full 
year, depending on the job. 
The employer’s primary 
goal is to make sure you 
have the skills you put on 
your resume and spoke of 
in your interview. 

Joe Moore, partner at the 
Atlantic Canadian human 
resource firm Robertson 
Surrette, says the key to en¬ 
suring the probation goes 
well is good communica¬ 
tion. 

“It’s not only the skills 
and experience, it’s the fit,” 
the Halifax-based career 
counsellor says. This can be 
a broad categoiy, including 
work ethic, values and 
your interaction with man¬ 
agement, peers and clients. 
Pay attention to body lan¬ 
guage and make sure 
you’re hitting the right 
notes. That first impression 
may well be the only im¬ 
pression anyone bothers to 
form of you. 

“If somebody is seen as a 
hard worker, and a year lat¬ 
er a project slips for rea¬ 
sons out of their control, 
they’re (still) considered a 
hard worker — that carries 
on,” Moore explains. “But if 
a person is just mediocre, a 
year later they might be 
pulling their socks up, but 
it’s ‘When are they going 
to slip back’ thinking.” 

A good reputation, 


earned early, is money in 
the bank. 

This impression is also 
formed by the way you talk 
about past jobs. 

“Never talk about a pre¬ 
vious position in a negative 
way,” says Moore, who has 
been providing career ad¬ 
vice to Nova Scotians for 
more than a decade. “No¬ 
body wants to hear it, and 
you never know who 
you’re talking to.” 

This is especially true in 
a city the size of Halifax. 
The “monster” who was 
your last boss might be 
your current boss’s hus¬ 
band. Plus, your current co¬ 
workers will wonder what 
you think about them, and 


what you will say about 
them to future colleagues. 

Be friendly, excel in your 
job and get deeply en¬ 
meshed in the organiza¬ 
tion. But be wary of traps 
that could see your proba¬ 
tionary period end with 
you being let go.

Breast cancer is an issue 
that connects Canadians 
from coast to coast: This 
year, the foundation pre¬ 
dicts an estimated 22,400 
women in Canada will be 
diagnosed with the disease 
— an average of 431 every 
week. One in nine women 
is expected to develop 
breast cancer during her 
lifetime. An estimated 
5,300 women and 50 men 
will die from it this year. 

Intimidating figures, but 
there’s more cause to be 
optimistic. Significant im¬ 


provements in research 
have been made, in part as 
a result of the foundation’s 
work. Since 1969, inci¬ 
dence and death rates of 
breast cancer in Canada 
have declined in women 
aged 20-39. Survival rates 
have improved since the 
1980s, partially as a result 
of better screening and 
treatments. Presently, the 
relative survival rate for 
breast cancer in this coun¬ 
try is 87 per cent according 
to the foundation’s web¬ 
site, meaning people diag¬ 
nosed with the disease 
have an 87 per cent likeli¬ 
hood of living for five 
years after their diagnosis.

Iraq seeks 
reversal of 
Beijing ban 

politics Iraq has urged the 
International Olympic 
Committee to overturn its 
ban on the country’s par¬ 
ticipation in the Beijing 
Games and hopes to meet 
with the body soon, Iraq’s 
sports minister said on 
Saturday. 

Iraqi athletes said they 
were devastated by news 
on Thursday that the IOC 
had confirmed the 
country’s disqualification 
from the Olympics for 
what it considered “politi¬ 
cal interference” in Iraq’s 
National Olympic 
Committee (NOC). 

Iraq’s government said 
it disbanded the NOC in 
May because it lacked a 
quorum and had failed to 
hold new elections. The 
IOC gave Iraq a deadline to 
reinstate the body but the 
government has not 
backed down. 

Seven Iraqi athletes — 
two rowers, a weightlifter, 
a sprinter, a discus throw¬ 
er, a judoka and an archer 
— had won places in Bei¬ 
jing before their country 
was banned. reuters

Andrew Russell’s biggest 
step toward the Olympics 
came five years ago, 
when he stepped away 
from his canoe.

Singer Britney Spears will 
pay $20,000 a month in 
child support to ex- 
husband Kevin Federline

The monthly child sup¬ 
port payment is a $5,000 
increase over what Spears 
and Federline, a dancer 
and rap singer, agreed to 
last year, the court papers 
showed.

Grouping accessories 

• We generally group acces¬ 
sories in odd numbers — 
threes, fives, etc. — and we 
try to use items that vary in 
height from tall and medi¬ 
um down to small. We don't 
know why this configuration 


extremely personal and 
send out strong style sig¬ 
nals. We harvest as much 
info as possible to ensure 
eveiy inclusion is utterly 
relevant. 

Quantity is also worth 
considering — take our ad¬ 
vice and invest in a smaller 
number of larger, more sig¬ 
nificant pieces; better any 
time than a gaggle of mis¬ 
matched ornamentation.
